The republican 
convention is over 
with 
George Coffin winning two important heats. 
When he elected Governor Jackson as a dele­ 
gate to the Kansas City convention he won the 
first heat and showed his strength in the Repub­ 
lican State Central Committee, as well his follow­ 
ing with out-state delegates through the control 
of the Robinson-Coffin-Jackson district chair­ 
men. 
This first victory 
gave Governor 
Jackson 
more courage for the second day of the conven­ 
tion and he so showed his confidence in Coffin 
being able to finish the job that he took a front 
seat on the speakers’ stand Thursday morning, 
and was very much interested in keeping tally 
himself as the voting for Governor proceeded. 
When the balloting commenced for Govern­ 
or, Schortemeier showed his full strength on the 
first vot ein the hope that he could go over on the 
first, or at least on the second ballot. 
Bert Thurman, leading the Jewett delega­ 
tion, tried to make a big showing on the first 
ballot, but failed. 
The Landis, Adams, Douglass 
and Eschbach 
delegates checked this 
Jewett 
move and kept reducing his vote until by the 
sixth ballot it was virtually wrecked. 
Coffin’s jockey ing of votes now let Landis’ 
strength become too apparent on the fifth ballot, 
and both Thurman and Coffin became desper­ 
ate. 
On this ballet in order to check Landis, 
the Jewett crowd 
tried to switch the 
vote to 
Leslie and 
get a few votes from 
Landis and 
Schortemeier and do this for about two ballots in 
order to get a flow of votes coming from the ap­ 
parent Landis landslide.

RED CROSS SCHOOLS 
Schools to teach people how to save some of 
the 6,000 persons who lose their lives every y ear 
through 
drowning will be 
conducted by 
the 
American Red Cross in 14 cities during June and j 
July . 
At least half of the deaths from accidents 
would be preventable, Red Cross experts say , If 
first-aid knowledge were universal. 
The schools will teach the prone method of 
artificial respiration, which has revived persons 
who have been under water as long as 20 m in­ 
utes, and also methods for treating victims of 
gas, smoke and electric shock, broken bones and 
other accident inuries. 
More than 1,000 are expected to attend the 
“institutes,” which 
are part of the Red Cross' 
continuous safety campaigwi. 
The institutes will 
be as follows: 
Andover, N. J., Leesburg, Ind., 
Brimfield, Mass., and Brevard, N. C., June 18-28; 
Lake Minnetonka, Minneapolis, Minn., Lake De- 
lavan, Wis., Branson, Mo.,. June 14-23; Capitola, 
Calif., June 21 - 30; Coranado, Calif., July 5 - 14; 
Corvallis, Ore., June 8 - 17. 


EROSION CONTROL IS PROBLEM 
The loss in soil fertility , caused from erosion, 
is considered one of the biggest financial losses 
annually , that can come to farmers throughout 
the country , 
according to soil experts of 
the 
government. 
This vast loss is estimated to be more than a 
billion dollars each y ear, and methods to control 
the erosion are one of the problems that con­ 
front the department. 
It takes 10,000 y ears for nature to form a 
foot of fertile soil from the rocks of the earth’s 
crust; therefore erosion control must be prac­ 
ticed to prevent loss of rich earth which has been 
forming for generation upon generation. 
Farming today is altogether too much like 
hy draulic mining. 
The growth of agricultural 
science points the finger of scorn at the one- 
crop farmer, the soil robber, the fertility miner 
who grows constantly decreasing crops of the 
same variety and returns nothing to the soil in 
the way of manure, leguminous green manure or 
fertilizer. 
A soil expert has commented upon it is fol­ 
lows : 
“Conservation is this most im portant funda­ 
mental and important of all resources is seldom 
seriously considered by any one associated with a 
farm. 
Erosion is a very big problem and it is 
doubtful if the farmer can handle it alone.”

EROSION CONTROL IS PROBLEM 


The loss in soil fertility, caused from erosion, 


is considered one of the biggest financial losses 
annually, that can come to farmers throughout 


. the country, according to soil experts of 
the 


government. 
' 


This vast loss is estimated to be more than a 


billion dollars each year, and methods to control 
the erosion are one of the problems that con- 
front the department. 


It takes 10,000 years for nature to form a 


foot of fertile soil from the rocks of the earth's 
crust; therefore erosion control must be prac- 
ticed to prevent loss of rich earth which has been 
forming for generation upon generation. 


Farming today is altogether too much like 


hydraulic mining. The growth of agricultural 
science points the finger of scorn at the one- 
crop farmer, the soil, robber, the fertility miner 
who grows constantly decreasing crops of the 
same variety and returns nothing to the soil in 
the way of manure, leguminous green manure or 
fertilizer. 


A soil expert has commented upon it is fol- 


lows: 


"Conservation is this most important funda- 


mental and important of all resources is seldom 
seriously considered by anyone associated with a 
farm. 
Erosion is a very big problem and it is 


doubtful if the farmer can handle it alone."
